April ai to Nov. .10, 
11*07, the Kentucky Jamestown Exposi- 
tion Commission has been ornanized 
and incurporattxl. Headquarters have 
been opened in the Commercial Kuild- 
inff. Louisville, and a campaiffn of ex- 
ploit ition has commenced. It is the in- 
tention of the commission to make the 
representation typical of the entire 
State and a replica of the Fort of 
Rnonesboro has been uKr<'sd upon aa 
the Kentucky Kuildinfc. Fumls fur the 
erection of the building and the collec- 
tion and instfllation of exhibits will be 
rain'd by |M>pular subscription and the 
sum of $4(i,(KN) will be re<tuired for the 
pjrpose. 

The commission is com|»osed of the 
followinir memliers: J. Stisldanl John- 
ston, IsNiiaville, preahient; John B. At- 
kinson, Earlington. vies president and 
director of finance; Charles E. Ilojre. 
Frankfort, director of State building 
construction; Malcolm H. Crump, Bow- 
ling Green, director of forestry exhib- 
its; James M. B<>nton, Winchester, di- 
rector of exhibits of manufacturers: 
lionurary Commissioners, Hubert Vree- 
Jand. bVankfort. director of agricultur- 
al and horticultural exhibits, J. H. Fu- 
qua, Frankfort, director of educational 
exhibits; Charles J, Norwood. l.exing- 
ton, director of mineral exhibita; Wil- 
liam H. Lindsay, of Frankfort. dii»c- 
tor of historical evenU. Isigan C. 
Murray. Ixmisvllle, is treasurer, and 
C. C. Ousley. secretary. The latter is 
in charge of the commwaionsr’s head- 
quarters. 

Seldom has a movement in which the 
entire State is interest«>d started more 
auspiciously. The commission is the 
outgrowth of action taken at the Fifth 
State Devekipnient Convention held at 
Winchester <»ct. 10 to 12. It was then 
declared that the great fair to be held 
in Norfolk. Va.. prssenU an exception- 
al opportunity to Kentucky to make 
the prmlucta of her soil and factories 
known to the populous eastern section 
of the United States and to foreign 
countries. The excellent showing made 
by Kentucky at the World’s Fair in 8t. 
liouis is still fresh in the memories of 
Kentuckians and the benefit of this rep- 
resentation is now being felt and seems 
to Increase as time goes on. 

Direct requesU for contributions to 
the fund will be made of all financial 
institutions, manufacturing planU, lum- 
ber and mining companies, mercantile 
houses and similar enU'rprises through- 
out the Sute. The varioiw commer- 
cial organizations of Kentucky will be 
asked to canvass their respective com- 
munities for subscriptions. The time 
for the collection of funds, erection of 
buildings and installation of exhibits is 
so brief that the work of the commia- 
si<m must necessarily lie prosecuteil 
with the greatest vigor.
